“own destiny, and critical objectivity. Not one of 
their songs are in the “fuck this, fuck that" vein - 
that so many bands seem to fal] into lately. 
Several of their songs have caused a great deal of fat aes 
controversy because of their gutsy stands. Tunes ee K. eee 
like "Gay’s Okay* and "Slogan Boy* have got people ati 
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Since this interview was conducted, the DEPRIVED 
have broken up because Jason moved here to San 
Diego. This interview was done by mail so it 
might seem a little straight forward. 


LE - WHAT IS THE BANDS BACKGROUND? 


J - We were a product of four peoples discontent 
and boredom with many things - the state that rock 
is in right now, the state society is in right 
now, the state the environment is in today and the 
state of boredom we were in every day. We started 
and remained in my basement in Tacoma, city with 
the most polluted body of water and the most 
environmentally unsafe factory in the country - 
Commencement Bay and the Arsarco smelter. We 
can’t even grow vegetables anymore because the 
ground was so saturated with arsenic, something is 
definitely and horribly wrong in Tacoma. 
LE - WHAT IS THE CURRENT LINE-UP? 
J - The line-up is Nick Novate on vocals, myself 
Jason Traeger on drums, my brother Gavin on bass 
and Erich Brittman on guitar, Dan Kempthorne was 
our first guitarist, but he left us. 
LE - WHAT DOES THE BAND WISH TO ACCOMPLISH? 
J - We wish to accomplish a new awareness of that 
which we see as more important within the scene. 
We hope we could persuade people within the scene 
to see what the government is doing to the earth 
as somthing more important than say, how we dress.
